Iwo Colorado Towns at War Over the 
Location of a County Seat.

TROUBLE BREWING. 
Two Colorado Towns at W ar Over the 
Location of a County Seat. 
Lamar (Col.), September 25th.—Word 
has been received of a serious county seat 
strife between the towns of Boston and 
Springfield, in Baca county. Springfield 
secured the seat at thd election held last 
fall. Boston claims that Springfield has 
not the amount of county property nec­ 
essary to prevent the seat from being 
moved by a minority vote this fall. The 
only available building for a county Court­ 
house was a bote) building in Boston. A 
few weeks ago this was sold at Sheriffs 
sale, and brought by Springfield parties. 
Saturday night a party left Springfield 
for Boston to move the building to the 
former town, and use it as a Court-house, 
thus preventing the county seat issue being 
raised this fall, by reason of prominent im­ 
provements being made. 
The building was moved about five miles 
toward Springfield, which is about twenty- 
five from Boston, when the people of the 
latter place discovered the trick, and im­ 
mediately organized. All the available 
horses and rifles were brought into requisi­ 
tion, and a pursuit made. Upon overtak­ 
ing the party a battle began, which ended 
in the Springfield party being driven from 
the building, which was then burned by 
the Bostonians. 
Great excitement prevails, but owing to 
the isolation of the towns news is hard to 
obtain. Several parties arrived here from 
Springfield last night, and departed hur­ 
riedly after buying all the cartridges they 
could find in town. There is a report tnat 
several parties were seriously wounded and 
two killed during the fight, but the news is 
not authentic.

HEAVY ATTACHMENT. 
The Iron City Bridge (Yorks in Financial 
Straits. 
Pittsburg, September 25th.—Financial 
circles are uneasy over the rumored em­ 
barrassment of the Iron City Bridge 
Works. The Commercial Gazette says; An 
attachment to the amuunt ot $135,000 
against the owner of the Iron City Bridge 
Works has been served upon the Howard 
Plate-glass Company, by a representative 
of the Oliver Iron and Steel Company. 
The Iron City Bridge Company built large 
iron structures for the glass company, and 
there is still a balance due on the contract. 
Upon this an attachment was laid. The 
parties in interest are reticent. The aon- 
in-law of C. J. Schultz, owner of the Iron 
City Bridge Company, says nothing in the 
matter at ail. In Court to-day judgment 
for $183,000 against the Iron City Bridge 
Company was formally entered. 
The story of the embarrassment is that 
the Oliver Iron and Steel Company were 
indorsers on notes from the bridge com­ 
pany. A bond was given that in case ot 
failure to pay these notes as they came due 
judgment was to be entered. The com- 
panv defaulted on the first note, due Sep­ 
tember I9th, hence the judgment for the 
full amount of all the notes. 


PLURAL MARRIAGES. 
Full Text of the Manifesto Issued by 
President Woodruff’. 
Salt Lake City, September 25th.—Fol­ 
lowing is the text of the manifesto issued by 
President Woodruff concerning the report 
of the Utah Commission recently published: 
The Utah Commission, in a recent report to 
the Secretary of the Interior, having alleged 
that plural marriages are still being solemnized, 
and that forty or more of such marriages have 
been contracted in Utah since last June, or dur­ 
ing the past year: also that in public discourses 
the leaders of the Church taught, encouraged 
and urged a continuance of the practice of 
polygamy, I. therefore, as President of the 
Chuich of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints, 
do hereby, iu most solemn manner declare the 
charges false. 
We are not teaching polygamy or plural mar­ 
riage, nor permitting any person to enter into 
tts practice, and I deny that either forty or any 
other number of plural marriages have during 
that period been solemnized in our temples or 
other place in the Territory. 
One case ts reported in which the al­ 
leged marriage was performed iu the Endow­ 
ment House in Salt Lake City in the ¡spring ot 
1S89, but I have not been able to learn who per­ 
formed the ceremony. Whatever was doné in 
this matter was done without my knowledge. 
In consequence of this alleged occurrence, the 
Endowment House was, by my instructions, 
taken down without delay. 
Inasmuch as laws have been enacted by Con­ 
gress prohibiting plural marriages, which laws 
were pronounced constitutional by the Court of 
last resort. I do hereby declare my intention to 
submit to these laws, and use my influence with 
the members of the church over which I pre­ 
side to have them do likewise. There is noth­ 
ing In my teaching to the church, or in those of 
my assistants, during the time specified, which 
can reasonably be construed to Inculcate or en­ 
courage polygamy, and when any elder of the 
church has used language which appeared to 
convey such tcachiugs, lie has been promptly 
reproved, and I now declare my advice to the 
Latter Day Saints Is: Refrain from contracting 
any marriage orbidden by the law of the land 
M il f o r d W o o d r u f f, 
President of the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter Day Saints.

DATE PALMS. 
Experim ents to be Made for Their Culture 
in California. 
W ashington, September 25th.—An in­ 
terest in California that amounts to excite­ 
ment among the fruit-growers ol the State, 
the placing of date palms from the Nile 
within the boundaries of California and 
Arizona, by the pomologicai division of the 
Department, of Agriculture, has been a 
cause sufficient to prompt the correspondent 
of the California Associated Press to visit 
the division of pomology and learn the 
facts in the case. The correspondent was 
received by Chief of Division, Professor 
H .E . Van Deman and W m. P. Corsa, who 
is nationally known as the father of the 
fruit exchange principle, adopted now, in 
more or less modified form, in every State 
of the Union. 
Professor Van Deman was glad to see the 
great interest felt on the Pacific slope in 
the very important experiment. If this 
effort shall demonstrate the practicability 
of growing the best date of commerce 
within the United States, about which the 
Professor expressed a strong hope and 
much confidence, it means a great deal of 
prosperity for such sections as may be 
favorably located for such culture—it 
means additional freights for our interna­ 
tional transportation lines, and an addi­ 
tional development of home industry. 
Mr. Van Deman made a personal tour of 
the Pacific Slope in 18S9, inspecting the 
fruit of California. As he went he made 
careful data, and upon this and the con­ 
current judgment of a number of the best 
fruit-growers in California upon the subject 
he determined to make one trial at Tulare, 
another at Pomona, and a third at National 
City iu California, and still others in the 
southern part of Arizona and New Mexico. 
Two of these lots are placed in sub-nations 
of the California State Experiment Station, 
which are properly situated and thoroughly 
prepared to give the best of care, and wiil 
be under the direct supervision of Professor 
Hilgard, Director of the State Experiment 
Station. 
One plant of each variety will be placed 
at each cf the several stations, and the bal­ 
ance ate arranged in groups for other sta­ 
tions. This is made necessary by the 
following; Eleven varieties of the female 
have been secured as those promising the 
best results for this experiment. S olaras 
possible these varieties should be grouped 
at several stations to determine if one or 
more of these varieties is best suited to our 
conditions, and how many and which of 
these varieties are so suited. W ith every 
female plant there must be set a male plant 
to secure the pollenizing of flowers, and 
there are only six male plants for the 
whole country. Then there must be an 
abundance of water for ¿he roots of the 
plants and an arid atmosphere for foliage, 
or as the Arab say: “The date needs fire at 
the head and water at the feet.’’ 
These plants are not given away by the 
Department, but are, by the Pomologist, 
placed in care of the parties accepting 
them, under an agreement to carefully aud 
systematically provide such treatment as 
the plants must have to insure success, 
and their progeny distributed to other 
places as fast as suckers are grown—the 
conditions being favorable as to climate 
and water, and assurance of the parties ac­ 
cepting the trust that they will give the 
care, and perform all the necessary work, 
without cost to the Department—and the 
undoubted evidence of their ability to do 
so have been the especial condition in the 
placing of each lot of these plants. In­ 
deed, the success of the experiment de­ 
pends so materially upon the exact adjust­ 
ment of those points, that they were set­ 
tled amongst the earliest questions of the 
enterpriser 
The honor of offering free transportation 
on all these plants lrom New Orleans to 
their destination is due to the Southern Pa­ 
cific Railroad, on beb8lf of which corpora­ 
tion W. H. Mills telegraphed Mr. Van De­ 
man on the 13th of September: “The date 
palms shown to the representatives of 
’California on Wheels’ will be granted free 
transportation over the lines of the South­ 
ern Pacific Company from New Orleans 
to Arizona and Southern California.’ This 
was eccepted by Mr. Van Deman and in­ 
structions were sent for the needed care 
that the plants should receive en route. 
W hen first received the plants were 
found harboring insects from their habita­ 
tion on the Nile and in Algeria, but under 
the supervision of Professor C. V. Riley, 
Entomologist of the Department, these in­ 
sects have been destroyed, and the plants 
are about ready to be started on their jour­ 
ney towards the Pacific. 
The above tacts concerning Ihe disposi­ 
tion made ot these plants will be found to 
differ materially from what has appeared 
in some of the California papers. The 
above may be relied upon as official, and 
your correspondent is assured that the 
programme will be carried out to the letter. 
Any one can see front a glance at the 
conditions necessary for success in this un­ 
dertaking. that nothing less than a thorough 
mapping out of the enterprise became nec­ 
essary, and Mr. Van Deman gives the as­ 
surance that the opportunity tor success 
will not be frittered away by any unwise 
scattering of the collection, nor by placing 
any colonies of plants or single plants in 
a locality or section not positively known 
to be analogous to their habit in Egypt, for 
it must be remembered that this is the first 
successful effort to get the Egyptiau date 
alive and iu a thrifty condition into this 
country.

GENERAL FREMONT’S WIDOW. 
Lieutenant Fremont Interviewed Con­ 
cerning Her Financial Condition, 
M inneapolis (Minn ), September 25th.— 
The Tribune to-morrow will have an inter­ 
view with Lieutenant Francis Preston Fre­ 
mont. son of the late General Fremont, 
now stationed at Fort Snelliug, Minn., who 
says the published reports concerning the 
financial condition of nis mother and sister 
in California are greatly exaggerated. 
W hile they have no means of their own, 
yet they have a regular income out of hiB 
own and his brother’s salaries. 
Mrs. Fre­ 
mont also looks for the restoration of seven 
acres of land in San Francisco, formerly 
owned by her husband, "and which the 
Government seized and used for a military 
reservation.” 
Mrs. Fremont and daughter reside in 
California on account of throat and lnng 
troubles. 
Lieutenant Fremont says he 
would have them make their borne with 
him. if they could endure the climate. The 
same is true of his brother, stationed at 
Philadelphia. 
PRESIDENT DIAZ. 
Strange Story of an Attem pt Made to 
Assassinate Him. 
New O rleans, September 25!h. — A 
Times Democrat San Antonio special says: 
A prominent railway official, who reached 
San Antonio this morning from the City of 
Mexico, relates a startling storv of an at­ 
tempt on the life of President Diaz during 
the national celebration on the 11th inst. 
During the climax of the feativities, the 
President, accompanied by his personal 
staff, stepped out on the piazza to witness 
ths pyrotechnic display. No sooner had he 
appeared than 
á volley of mnsketry 
sounded, and bits of brick and timber be­ 
gan to fly around his bead. He retreated 
hurriedly to his room, followed by his 
staff. Three bullets whizzed dangerously 
near him. 
Forty men are known to have been con­ 
nected' in the murderous plot, fifteen of 
whom are now in jail, and the others flee­ 
ing precipitately from the country. The 
dastardly deed has been suppressed in 
Mexico by the Government officers. 
The reason of the attack is assigned to 
varions canses, the most important of 
which is that the President is strongly sus­ 
pected of coquetting of late with the 
Clerical party, which is in direct conflict, 
politically and socially, with the Liberals, 
to whom Diaz owes his power.

IN THE SENATE. 
Washington, September 25th —In the Senate 
to-Oay Plumb reported the Seuate’s joint resolu­ 
tion authorizing an extension t«r one year of 
the time of the payment for land on pre-emp­ 
tion or homestead claims, whenever, by reason 
of the failure of crops, a settler was unable to 
make a payment within the time prescribed by 
law. Passed. 
The calendar was then taken up, the first bill 
be.ng the House bill to prevent the product of 
convict labor lrom being furnished to or for the 
use of any department of the Government or 
used upon public buildings or other public 
works. Passed over, and ihe next bill taken 
up was the House bill to amend the contract 
labor law. 
1 he bill was laid aaide without action, on an 
objection by Gorman. 
The followiug bills, among others, were 
passed: The Senate bill to authorize the acquisi­ 
tion of lands tor coke ovens and other im- 
ptovements, and for rights of way for wagon 
roads, railroads aud tramways in connection 
with the coal mines: the Senate Dili requiring 
the United Slates to defend the title ot home­ 
steaders under the laws of the United States in 
all suits where the land is claimed to be min­ 
era1, because of phosphate deposits. 
The Senate resumed consideration of the Sen­ 
ate bill to «stablish a United States Land Court, 
but adjourned without a disposition of it. 
IN THE HOUSE. 
Washington, September 2»th.— The House 
this morning proceeded to consideration of the 
conference report on the land forfeiture bill. 
7 he conference report waa adopted: also the 
bill authorizing the entty of public lands by in­ 
corporated cities and towns for cemetery and 
park purposes: the bill for the relief of settlers 
of Northern Pacific indemnity lands, and the 
biii granting a pension of 8100 per month to the 
widow of General Hsrtrantt. 
Knloe of Tennessee offered a resolution recit­ 
ing that it Is alleged that the Postmaster of the 
House. J. I. Wheat, whose duty it is to let con­ 
tracts for carrying malls, let one to Samuel 
Culbertson for 85.000 a year, on condition that 
Culbertson pay him (Wheat) $150 per month out 
of the money received from the Government, 
and that Wheat did receive that amount for 
five months, and directing an Investigation of 
these charges and other matters pertaining to 
Wheal’s administration. 
Caswell of Wiseorsin said his information 
was that this practice on the part of the Post­ 
master had obtained during stveral Congresses. 
The Postmaster became satisfied tnat this mouey 
was not a proper and legitimate perquisite, 
therefore he had covered every dollar into the 
Treasury. 
Hopkins offered an amendment extending the 
investigation to the practices of the Postmaster 
in the Forty-ninth and Fiftieth Congresses. 
After some debate this was agreed lo and the 
resolution as amended passed. 
Payne of New York, Chairman of the special 
Committee on theSilcott Defalcation, called un 
the bill defining the’duties of the Sergeant at- 
Arms, and It passed. 
It is framed to guard against any possible 
repetition of the defalcation, and it is only 
when payment is actually made by tbe Ser­ 
geant-at-Arms to members that any receipt can 
be required.

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FOILED IN THE ATTEMPT. 
Twenty Chinese Arrested W hile Trying 
to Enter the United State», 
PobtTownsend í Wash.), September 25ih. 
The LTnited States Customs Inspectors yes­ 
terday arrested twenty Chinese who were 
illegally attempting to enter the United 
States. Tbe Inspectors, while out on a 
cruise with a steam launch yesterday after­ 
noon, sighted a sloop near’Port Hadlock, 
and at once bore down upon her. The 
sloop was 500 yards ahead of them, and as 
soon as it touched land two white men 
jumped ashore and ran into the woods. 
Inspector Jackiin boarded the sloop and 
found twenty Chinese lying in the hold of 
the craft, which is less than fonr tons bur­ 
den. Wong Sing, who had charge of the 
party, it is said, offered the Customs of­ 
ficials $300 cash to let them land safely. 
They were brought here and searched at 
the Custom-house. 
Wong Sing was the only one who had a 
certificate allowing him to return to British 
Columbia. About sixteen of them came 
over from China on the last trip of the 
steamship Mongknt to Vancouver, but gave 
their return certificates to the white men 
who were bringing them over, and they 
will now have to be sent back at the ex­ 
pense of the United States Government. 
One of the captured band told au inter­ 
preter they had boarded the sloop at Vic­ 
toria Monday night, and were to pay $40 
apiece to be landed here safely. Tne 
money was to be paid in Victoria on repre­ 
sentation of a certificate from Wong Sing 
that they had arrived safely. Meanwhile 
the two white men who escaped have the 
return certificates of the Chinese. 
The twenty Chinese were taken before 
United States Commissioner Swan and 
bouDd over, and in default of bail are in 
jail.

W h a t political m anipulators, ward politi­ 
cians and 
lobbyists 
about Legislatures 
m ig h t do w ithout pay for measures, where 
no large aggregation of capital 
is seeking 
to accomplish results, they will not do for 
such aggregation of capital w ithout pecu­ 
n iary rew ard. 
T he presence of such capi­ 
ta l in politics raises expectation and abso­ 
lu tely paralyzes political activity, u n til 
th e pai i lysis is relieved by m onetary con­ 
sideration. 
It follows then th at w hen a 
g reat moneyed in stitution of a n y kind be­ 
com es directly interested in party m an ip u ­ 
latio n and political activity, corruption 
an d venality at once set up and co n tin u ­ 
a lly increase in an augm enting ratio. 
To say, therefore, th a t large m oneyed 
in stitu tio n s are in politics, in th e caucus, 
in th e prim ary, in th e S tate and 
County 
C onventions, and about the L egislature, 
w ith o u t exerting a corrupting influence is 
to declare an open and palpable absurdity.

Laughlin, accom panied by his wife, brought 
a dead infant, six weeks old, in to Coroner 
C lark’s office yesterday and requested th at 
it be buried. 
T he story told by the couple 
show ed clearly th a tth e child had died from 
lack of nourishm ent. 
M r. Clark was con­ 
vinced th at there was no crim inal intent 
on the part of those having charge of it, 
and he held no inquest on the rem ains, 
but buried the body in tbe afternoon. 
The story, briefly stated, is th at the m an 
and w om an were from Colusa and the 
child was tbe illegitim ate offspring of their 
niece. 
In order to hice the latter’s sham e 
: they took the baby aud traveled in a 
! wagon w i'h it to this city. 
Mrs. Laughlin 
was not accustom ed to the needs of a little 
child, and, acting upon the advice of a 
C hinam an, she ted it rice water, as she 
; could not get m ilk. 
T here being no nour- 
iaflm ent in this diet, tbe infant soou began 
to show the sym ptom s of starvation, and 
w hen th e couple brought it to City P h y si­ 
cian Nichols office on W ednesday rucrn- 
in» it was nearly dead, and presented a 
sight w hich. Dr. N ichols states, was worse 
than he bad ever seen in all bts experience. 
H e referred th e e tuple to Mrs. G ardiner, of 
i the F oundlings’ H om e Society, and that 
lady did w hat she could to restore the 
' child. 
Y esteiday m orning, how ever, 
it 
j died, and Mr. L aughlin carried it in his 
I arm s to the Coroner’s office. 
It seems alm ost incredible, in this age of 
education aud progress, that any person of 
average intelligence could not have seen 
th at the child was w asting aw ay from lack 
of its n atural food, m iik.

alleges th at A ddleberg stole his birds while 
in this city, and m ade aw ay w ith them . 
A ddleberg was seen at the county jail 
yesterday by a 
R ecord U n io n reporter, 
and if the story he tells is tiue, he is a 
greatly wronged m an. 
H e said he was a recent arrival from the 
Ee.sr, and m et C um m ings several week3 
ago 
C um m ings bad hia bird lottery in 
this city at the 'in.e. but was ’ broke," tmd 
as there whs no fair here had no chance of 
earning any m oney. 
A ddleberg says he 
had a little m oney, having been w orking 
in a dow n-tow n restaurant as a cook, and 
taking an interest in Cum m ings, boarded 
and lodged him . 
It was then tea; the lone 
fair opened, and C um m ings said if he 
could only get there he 
w ould 
m ake 
plenty of m oney w ith his lottery. 
•‘I paid his fare down there,” said A ddle­ 
berg, ‘ and bis botel bills.

Addleberg then w ent on to tell how they 
m ade the rounds of the W illows, Red 
Bluff and Chico Fairs, becom ing sort of 
partners. 
A t each of these places, he said, 
C um m ings m ade plenty of m oney, but 
w henever he was asked to pay him Í A d­ 
dleberg) 
w hat 
he 
owed 
him , 
alw ays 
pleaded poverty, and begged him to feed 
him . . 
It was during these w anderings, said 
Addleberg, th at he discovered th at the 
bird lottery was one of the biggest sw indles 
ever invented. 
H e w illing explained to 
the reporter how it wan worked. 
Six per­ 
sons, it appears, are invited to speculate, 
each paying 25 cents for th at privilege. T ne 
gam ester, however, takes g'iod care th at 
one of tbe6e is a “capper.” 
Each of the six 
is given a card on w bich are several n u m ­ 
bers. 
ODe of the trained birds is then 
called out of its cage and it cicks u p a card 
out of a box heid before it for the purpose. 
On this card is a num ber, and w hoever of 
the speculators holds th at num ber wins 
the “ pot,” m inus 25 cents com m ission to 
th e game. 
B ut the "capper” alw ays wins 
The lottery m an alw ays know s w hat card 
hasb.-en given the “capper,” and he knows 
w here the cards are in the box w ith the 
corresponding num bers. 
T he birds are 
trained to pick up the cards nearest them , 
and it is a sim ple m atter then to have 
the “ capper's” card 
win. 
To illustrate 
how sim ple the sw indle is, A ddleberg was 
allowed by Jailer Foote to show the re­ 
p o rter haw it works. 
Tbe outfit and birds 
were at tfle jail, and A ddleberg proved in a 
few m inutes th at w hat he said was true. 
T he birds w ould pick out any card he 
w anted them to, w hen held in front of 
them . 
W hen they returned to this city, said 
Addleberg, he m ade another dem and for 
the m oney advanced to C um m ings, but the 
latter pleaded poverty. 
A ddleberg says he 
then became desperate and gathered up 
C um m ings’ outfit aud left for San F ra n ­ 
cisco w ith it. 
H e was on his way to Portland, Or., 
w hen arrested at R edding by Constable 
Crone.

SOME 


S ton es’ for th e W ork Can O nly b e T aken 


F rom th e G en eral K oad 


F u n d . 


A nother conference betw een the Super­ 
visors and Trustees was billed for yester­ 
day m orning at th e H all of Records, on the 
subject of th e m ooted drainage canal. 
T he Supervisors were all on hand, but 
th e T rustees w ere not. 
A ttorney Grove L. 
Jo h n so n explained, however, that he had 
been requested by the Trustees to tell the 
B oard that, inasm uch as the only business 
th a t was to be attended to was the hearing 
of legal opinions as to the Supervisors' 
pow ers in the prem ises, they did not see 
th e necessity of their attendance. 
B usiness was then proceeded w ith. 
D istrict A ttorney B runer, to w hom , in 
conjunction with Mr. Johnson, had been 
referred the drainage tangle by the Super­ 
visors, stated to the Board th at Mr. J o h n ­ 
son had prepared a w ritten report on the 
subject, w hich report contained the views 
of both. 
HOW IT MAY BE DONE. 
M r. Johnson then took the floor and 
read th e report, w hich was as follows: 
To the Honorable the Board of Sujtcrvlsors oí the 
County (if Sacramento: In answer to your query 
as to the power ot the Board to use money for 
the benefit of the people through whose lauds 
the Sacram ento drainage caual pass-s. we have 
to say : Section ¿651 of the .Political Code pro­ 


Supervisors m ay annually set 
vides a? follows 
"T he llaaid of 
. 
apart from the property road tax collected Irom 
all sources, a sum not exceeding thirty-five per 
cent, of the agg egate ior general county load 
purposes, to tie known a- the general road fund 
of the county, from which sum so set apart they 
may direct such am ounts to be paid as may be 
fouud necessary for such general county road 
purposes in which the inhabitants of all the 
districts w ithin the county are m ore or less in ­ 
terested, or to assist weak or im poverished dis­ 
tricts in keeping their roads in repair, to be ap ­ 
plied as the said Board m ay order or d ire c t; 
provided, that the Boards of supervisors in the 
several counties shall have no power to create a 
debt on any road district in excess of the 
estim ated am ount of receipts from said district 
for the current year." 
This authority, as will be seen, is very gen­ 
eral. It authorizes the Board of supervisors to 
pay from the general road fund such sums as 
m ay be found necessary for such general county 
road purposes, in which the inhabitants et all 
the districts in the county are more or less in­ 
terested, or to assist weak or im poverished dis­ 
tricts in keeping their roads in repair, lo be ap­ 
plied as the said Board muy order or direct. 
If, therefore, you find the road districts iu 
Sacram ento county, through which the Sacra­ 
m ento drainage canal passes, are weak or lm- 
C 
riverished, and that they need assistance iu 
eepiug their roads in repair, you have the 
right to expend money from the general road 
fund, such am ounts us you may deem necessary 
to te expended, or that you may order or direct 
to be used in keeping the ro.ds in repair. 
You. 
of course, would have no right to expend 
money directly for the drainage canal: bu , if it 
is necessary, iu order to keep a road in repair 
to drain from it the water, we think that under 
th is section you have the right to expend money 
for th a t purpose. This money would be ex­ 
pended in the same m anner as other road funds 
are expended. It would be necessary for you 
first to establish of recoid the tact th at the dis­ 
tricts are weak or impoverished, and that their 
roads needed repair, and th at they could be re­ 
paired in the m anner suggested. 
The only objection to this course would be 
the claim th at m ight be m ade that it was an 
evasion of the law; but that is a m atter which 
w ould rest entirely upon the proof as to the 
necessities of the ca-e and a9 to the motives 
w hich g .vern the Board, and the necessity and 
propriety of the proposed action. Respectfully

THE OTHER SIDE. 
W hen 
Mr. 
Johnson had conc'uded, 
Ju d g e Solon H oll addressed the Board. 
H e said th at at the instance of a num ber 
o f tax-pavers be had exam ined into the 
m atter, and had given particular attention 
to th e powers of the Supervisors to ap ­ 
propriate the 
general 
revenues of the 
county for any special purpose. 
H e ex­ 
plained, however, th at he had not a very 
clear idea as to w hat th e present position 
of th e Supervisors wa9—what steps they 
had taken in the m atter, or w hat they in ­ 
tended to do. 
H is im pression was that the 
B oard had proposed im proving the drain­ 
age cana!, but he inferred from the opin­ 
ion read 
by Mr. 
Johnson that it was 
roads and not the canal th at were under 
discussion. 
. 
M r. Johnson, by way of enlightening 
Judge H oll, said it was his understanding 
th at the Board was seeking to protect the 
county roads in the vicinity of the d rain ­ 
age canal. 
T he roads there were in a bad 
condition, being under w ater part of the 
year. 
This water had no outlet, save 
through the canal, and in its present con­ 
dition this canal was unable to dispose of 
it. 
T he water drained dow n from the 
high lands constantly, and was “ pocketed" 
in the vicinity of the canal, doing m uch 
dam age to the roads. 
T he question th at 
th e Board w anted settled, said Mr. Jo h n ­ 
son, was how it could proceed to drain 
these roads. 
The w ork was necessary, and 
th e road districts were not Jjnancially able 
to do it. 
Supervisor Tebbets added that, 
inas­ 
m uch as the city ot Sacram ento would be 
benefited by the enlarging and dredging of 
th e canal, th e City Trustees had agreed to 
pay its proportion of the cost of dredging. 
ju d g e H oll thanked the gentlem en for 
th e inform ation, and then asked the Super­ 
visors if it was their bona tide intention to 
appropriate the m oney for this w ork only 
from the general road fund. If it was, 
h e said, his argum ent would be on a difler- 
en t line from th at w hich he had m apped 
out. 
M r. Tebbets replied that the Board bad 
done nothing at all. as yet. 
It wanted all 
th e light possible throw n on the subject 
before it took any action. 


POWERS OF TH E SUPERVISORS 
Judge H oll then proceded to give his 
view s at length on the powers of the So 
pervisors. 
The qu-stion was. he said, w bat 
th e Board could do with the general road 
fu n d —for w hat purooses it could be de­ 
, voted. 
H e was sst.sfied after reading the 
law that il there was m oney enough in the 
fund, and the Supervisors deem ed it wise 
to t^ake any im provem ents for the protec 
tion of county r- ads, there was no doubt 
th a t they bad full power to go ahead and 
do so. 
But this was not the question be 
had anticipated haviog to m eet. 
H e had 
supposed th at the Board intended appro­ 
p riating 
from the genera! fund ot the 
county to im prove the drainage canal. 
He 
had not beard anything about the protec 
tion of roads, nor the general road fund. 
Mr. Johnson asked the Judge if be was 
sure that m oney could not be taken from 
the general fund for that purpose. 
Mr. H oll’s reply was that it could not— 
not for road purposes, for the reason th at a 
special fund was already provided by law 
for those purposes. 
“ C ouldn't a drainage canal fund beestab 
lished?" asked Mr. Johnson. 
“ No, sir," replied Mr. H oll. 
"In the 
first place th e Supervisors have no power 
over th at canal. 
It belongs to the city of 
Sacram ento." 
“ Suppose.” interposed District A ttorney 
B runer, “ that the City Trustees should 
give tbe Supervisors authority to do certain 
th in g s ?” 
A BIT OF IRONY. 
“ U nfortunately,” was the significant re­ 
ply, “ tbe Trustees are not the Legislature 
of tb is State. 
The True ees and Supervis­ 
or*. too, can only go so tar as tbe statutes 
p erm it them ." 
Mr. Holl then proceeded 
to read the Acls of the Legislature of 1878, 
w hereby tbe ievees and the drainact canal 
w ere turned over to the city governm ent of 
Sacram ento, and he argued that under their 
provisions the Supervisors bad no rigbt“to 
m eddle w ith th e canal.

Judge Holl, D istrict A tioriiey B runeraud 
Mr. Johnson then entered into another de­ 
bate, but no new points were developed, 
except th at the D istrict A ttorney gave it as 
his opinion th at m oney could be ta k e D 
from the general fund ot the county at any 
tim e the Supervisors saw fit to use it 
T his 
was disp u te! by Judge H oll, who said that 
if th at were the case, there w ould be no 
lim it on the Supervisors, and every cent of 
the county funds could be throw n aw ay on 
one road job. 
F inally the Supervisors agreed th at they 
had heard enough of the m atter, and as 
they wanted tim e to sum the w hole thing 
up, it was decided to postpone action on the 
m atter until next M onday.

B ut “C harley” left his position at the 
saloon som e tim e ago, and has evidently 
fallen in w ith bad com pany, w hich cor­ 
rupted bis m orals. 
Y esterday m orning, at about 11 o’clock, 
the Celestial m ade his re-appearance. 
H e 
was accom panied by another C hinam an, 
and a broad sm ile. 
H e sought H arlow 
and introduced his “ fliend.” and, after 
telling w hat a “ heap good m an ” he was, 
stated his business. 
T his was to have a 
certificate of deposit on a Red B luff bank 
for $400 cashed. 
Charley said his “ fliend” w ould w illingly 
pay H arlow $40 for cashing the check, as 
he was not know n here—having only re­ 
cently returned lrom the hop-fields—and 
w ould have considerable trouble in being 
identified. 
H arlow evidently considered this an easy 
way to m ake $40, and after Charley’s friend 
had indorsed the docum ent, cashed it fur 
him .

Sullivan said the gentlem en nam ed 
would not come before the Convention and 
indorse tbe platform , and he couldn’t see 
how the Convention couid indorse them . 
George Nichols and other delegates were 
on th eir leet how ling against m e resolu­ 
tion. 
T hey wanted to know w hether tbis 
was a D em ocraiic or a R epublican Conven­ 
tion. 
J. \V. H ughes moved as a substitute that 
the positions of Superior Judges be left 
vacant. 
H e said the D em ocrats had no 
tim ber th at they were desirous of placing 
before th e Convention tor these positions 
T he Convention m ust either indorse the 
R epublican nom inees or leave the places 
vacant.

C onflict B etw een th e P o lic e and Irish 
N a tio n a lists, 
D u b lin , 
September 
25th. — I’atrick 
O’Drien, who was arrested at Cardifl Tues­ 
day, was brought to this city yesterday and 
placed in prison. The police refused to 
5¡ve any information as to when he would 
be taken to Tipperary for a hearing, but 
late last night the Nationalists learned be 
would be conveyed thither by the morning 
train to day, when they at once made pre­ 
parations to give him a worthy escort, and 
much to the surprise of the authorities a 
large delegation of prominent Nationalists 
hoarded the train at the same time that the 
officers appeared with O’Brien. Among 
these were John Morley, who has been in 
Ireland for some time studying the Irish 
question; John Dillon, Alfred Illingworth, 
Member of Parliament for Bradford; T. M. 
Healy, Harrington and several others. 
On the arrival of the train at Tipperary, 
the Nationalists started for the Court-house 
in a body. They had not gone far when 
th e y stopped at a street corner. They were 
ordered by the police to move on. John 
O’Connor, Member of Parliament, took 
vigorous exctp ion to this order and called 
the crowd to give three cheers for John 
Morley. Cheers were given with a good 
will, much to the exasperation of the po­ 
lice, who thereupon charged upon the 
group and attempted to force it to move 
forward. In the melee policemen did not 
hesitate to use their batons. The Nation­ 
alists cominued their way slowly toward 
the Court-house. 
As this was the day fixed for the trial of 
the arrested Nationalists the streets were 
full with people interested in the case. The 
Nationalists bad thronged the town from 
all the adjacent parts. 
E a rly in th e day it becam e k n o w n th a t 
s till a n o th e r arrest h ad been m ad e. 
T h e 
v ictim th is tim e w as T h o m as J . C ondon, 
M en ib er of P a rlia m e n t for T ip p e ra ry E ast. 
H e w as tak en th is m o rn in g at L im erick 
a n d aiso b ro u g h t to T ip p erary . 
W h en th e 
h o u r fir th e sittiD g of th e C ourt a rriv ed an 
im m e n se crow d had collected before th e 
C o u rt-h o u se read y to ru sh in th e m o m en t 
th e doors w ere th ro w n open. 
The crowd pressed forward, trying to 
force its way into the Court-house. The 
l»olice stoutly resisted it, charging repeat­ 
edly. 
For fully five minutes there was a 
etand-up fight between the now excited 
throng and the police. At last, however, 
the crowd was gradually forced back and 
the police finally succeeded in maintaining 
a clear space in front of the Court-house. 
During the conflict many persons were 
wounded with blows from policemen’s 
bludgeons. Among these was Timothy 
Harrington. 
He made his way into the 
Court-room, his hair and coat collar sat­ 
urated with blood. 
His appearance created 
a sensation and lent additional emphasis to 
the complaint which William O’Brien was 
making to the Court of the brutality of the 
police. At first O'Brien bad refused to en­ 
ter the room unless the public was admit­ 
ted, but at last decided he could accom­ 
plish more bj appealing to the Court. He 
entered the room and bitterly denounced 
the clubbing oí the crowd. Then John 
Morley arose and appealed to the ,Court to 
protect the population against the wanton 
use of the club by the police. Meanwhile 
the Nationalist leaders continued to protest 
against the exclusion of the general public, 
and the Magistrate finally ordered the doors 
opened. 
The room was at once filled to its utmost 
capacity and all the proceedings were fol­ 
lowed with intense iuterest. 
At the outset Dillon objected to being 
tried before Resident Magistrate Shannon, 
• i the ground that he had a personal en- 
< -unter with Shannon once at Cashel, 
¡shannon had grossly insulted him. He 
urged, therefore, it would be manifest im ­ 
propriety in Shannon's sitting at the pres­ 
ent trial 
Shannon refused to admit the validity of 
Dillon's objections. He declared that he 
would perform his duty without bias. 
William 
I'Brien also objected to Shan­ 
non. The ¡ast time he saw Shannon the 
latter wa> 
the head of the police, who 
wereusitg 
ubs upon the people. 
More­ 
over. Sha' 
on had already tried him three 
times on .- .milar charges. His sitting in 
the presem v:ase was an indecency ana an 
insult. Tb-- magistrate answered O’Brien’s 
objections ia the same way that he dis­ 
posed of D ilon’s. 
R o h at. ■ ounsel for th e cro w n , ask ed p e r­ 
m issio n u. 'h e C o u rt to m ak e a slig h t alte r­ 
a tio n in th e charges ag ain st th e p riso n e-s, 
b u t th e latter pro tested vigorously, u rg in g 
it w as illegal. 
The Court paid no heed to the protes s, 
but permitted the desired changes. 
Rohan then reviewed the circumstances 
which had led to the arrests. These, he 
said, went back *o the lime when the plan 
of campaign was nut in torce on tbeSmiih- 
Barry estate at Tipperary, May li) h, a- d 
be proposed to present evidence to prove 
conspiracy on the part of the defendants 
from that time down to the lime when the 
arrests were made. 
Defendants protested against the intro­ 
duction of evidence touching matters ante­ 
rior to the dates specified in the warrants. 
The C ourt decided the prosecution might 
produce ustimony of a general character to 
prove the existence of a conspiracy prior to 
the dates given in the warrants, but that no 
evidence could be permitted concerning 
the acts cf defendants done anterior to the 
dates mentioned in the warrants. 


D U BLIN AGITATED. 
D u b lin , September 25th.—The excite 
ment when the arrests 
of Dillon and 
O'Brien were made has its counterpart in 
Nationalist circles to-day. 
The dispatches 
from Tipperary created a profound seusa- 
tion. The fact that John Morley is present 
at the trial is considered a subject for much 
congratulation. It is thought the trial will 
afford him more insight into the true in­ 
wardness of the Irish problem than weeks 
of ordinary travel and investigation. 


SY M PA TH Y FBOM A M ER IC A . 
Cincinnati, September 25th.—The news 
of the attack of the police upon the people 
of Tipperary, in which Timothv Harring­ 
ton received a serious wound, and that John 
Morley narrowly escaped death, aroused in­ 
tense indignation among the members of 
the Nitional Council. The Irish League is 
now in sesaion in Cincinnati. 
President 
Fitzgerald sent a cablegram to Harrington 
expressing sympathy and horror at the 
deed, and admiration of the Council for 
Morley.

B E R C H E L L ’S 
T R IA L . 


S till T akiD g T estim o n y fo r th e P ro s e c u ­ 
tio n . 
W o o d sto c k (Ont), September 25th.— 
Burchell appeared in Court this morning. 
He was as cool and collected as ever in the 
face of a great crowd. A large number of 
ladies crowded into the Court-room at the 
opening and interrupted the proceedings. 
This made several calls for silence neces­ 
sary : even then the proceedings had to be 
suspended until order could he restored. 
The firsi witness was S. R. Fuller, Mana­ 
ger of the Imperial Bank here. He identi­ 
fied the signature of F. A. Somerest on cer­ 
tain checks as that of the prisoner, who 
opened an account with the Imperial Bank 
on the 10 h or 11th of December, 1888. He 
identified also letters as those of the pris­ 
oner. Counsel for the Cro vn wanted to put 
in as evidence certain letters to Melleriab, 
through whom the prisoner and Benwell 
were brought together. The Judge said 
that if he decided the evidence should not 
be received he would so instruct the jury. 
The letters covered a skeleton of the corre­ 
spondence from thetim eof the negotiations 
entered upon with telegrams sent osteusa- 
bly from the Staff jrd House, Buffalo, but 
really from the prisoner, telling himself at 
Niagara Falls to ship ihe heavy baggage to 
Niagara Falls, N. Y. The effect of these 
telegrams was to show the prisoner had 
carried on systematic deceit on Benwell. 
aad on Benwell s father after the young 
man’s disappearance. 
During the reading of these telegrams 
exposing his fraud. Burchell’s usually pale 
complexion was suffused with a light flush. 
H-' made notes occasionally. 
The day passed hearing evidence for 
identification. 
Miss Cole testified that she, Burchell and 
Benwell were on the train for Eastwood 
.February 17th. 
Alfred Haywood testified that Burchell 
aud another man passed his house going 
from the train that day. 
Conductor Poole of the Graud Trunk 
testified that two men resembling Burchell 
and Benwell rode on his train from Sus­ 
pension Bridge to Eastwood on February 
17tb. 
Miss Lockhart of Woodstock said she 
was traveling west on February 17th, from 
Paris, past Woodstock, and she saw two 
passengers get off at Eastwood. On seeing 
Burchell atterward in jail she identified 
him as the one who had sat before her on 
the train. The other she recognized in the 
body of Benwell when exhumed. 
Several other witnesses testified to seeing 
two men on the train February 17th, and 
Alfred Haywood identified Burchell as the 
man he saw in company with another that 
day going past his house as if coming from 
the train. 


P e rse c u tio n o f Jew g, 
L ondon, September 25th.—Notwithstand­ 
ing the Russian official denials, the perse­ 
cution of the Jews is proceeding very vig­ 
orously in certain parts of Russia. At 
Odessa a number of Russian families have 
recently received orders to quit the coun­ 
try, and are leaving for England and 
America. L'pward of 600 Jewish families 
have been expelled from Odessa within a 
few weeks. Thousands of Jews, mostly of 
the poorer class, have left other pans of 
Southern Russia, and they suffer greatly 
from privation and exposure while on their 
way under escort to the frontier.

B e r lin , September 25th.—Herr Sonne- 
barg, a Socialist, was sentenced to three 
mouths’ imprisonment because 
he re­ 
marked that Emperor William himself 
would in time become a Socialist.

C a lc u tta , September 25lh.—A revolu­ 
tion broke out at Manipoor. The rebels 
were beaded by a brother of the Maharajah. 
They attacked the palace, and after a des­ 
perate struggle with the guards, defeated 
them and gained possession of the palace 
and magazines. 
Many were killed and 
wounded in the fight. Subsequently order 
was restored by the Maharajah abdicating 
in favor of his rebellious brother.

I wish Sacramento musicians to appear 
to advantage, but if we were to ulay with 
that combination, after Liberati’s Band, 
with his almost complete reed section, peo­ 
ple would wonder why they had been 
fooled so long; and we should have suf­ 
fered by the comparison. Consequently, a 
band of twenty-five, with proper instru­ 
mentation, can furnish better music than 
such a band as we would have had. 
Since the alleged “member*' will have 
the whole truth, though the heavens fall, 
I will say that I knew I could furnish 
twenty-two men with proper instrumenta­ 
tion, and did not propose to fill up with 
men—some very good, and some no good 
—just to play with a big crowd. Í did 
know the Hussars were short-handed, and 
felt that they should contribute their share 
of the musicians, if they were to share in 
the glory. A band could be formed in this 
city with some of the members of both 
bands, aud a little ou'side help, that could 
lurnish just as much music, and as good, 
as the first-class band of Liberati, but not 
with such a combination as we have made. 
It would be better if the concerts were 
not given to any band, but to a committee 
and a band formed of thirty-two pieces 
(a full band), and of picked musicians, 
even if only one concert a week were given. 
Then no engagements 
could 
interfere, 
whereas, now a band is often crippied at 
the last moment because one important 
instrument is obliged to be away. 
I would suggest that a stand similar to 
the one in Golden Gate Park be built in 
the center of the Capitol Park, and rustic 
benches distributed around for people to 
sit upon. The drives are amply large for 
all the vehicles that attend. Tbe present 
arrangement is very bad, not only for the 
acoustics, but because of inconvenience, 
insufficient light, narrow accommodations, 
etc. A band dare not play a large selec­ 
tion tnere, for fear of breaking down, 
owing to the music blowing away or tbe 
bugs carrying it off. 
At the Pavilion tbe same kind of a stand 
(to act as a sounding board) should be 
placed at the extreme end of the north 
wing, and chairs placed for the audience as 
in a theater. The wing could still be used 
as an art gallery, and lovers of music 
could sit and enjoy the selections removed 
from the annoyances of theoverall-makers, 
the candy man and the pumps. 
With 
such an arrangement as this tnirty men 
would furnish fine music, whereas forty- 
six is not enough down stairs. 
In his band of forty-six men Liberati 
had, as near as I can remember—and I be­ 
lieve as printed in the R e c o rd U n io n —one 
flute, one piccolo, E flat clarinet, eight B 
flat clariuets, one ODoe, two bassoons, four 
saxaphones, one bass clarinet, three French 
horns (always counted as reed quality), a 
complement of twenty-two, or nearly half 
tbe band, being reed and of tbe most 
necessary instruments in a band—repre­ 
senting the violins and cellos in an orches­ 
tra. 
If “the member” would like it, I will 
publish the name of every man in both 
bands and their instruments, and leave tbe 
public to judge; but he won't want it.
